Happy New Year. Taylor Ward is no longer an Angel. And when the Lottery ping poll balls stopped bouncing, our #2 Draft pick turned into the #4 pick. 


But first, some Rule 5 Draft happenings. 


With six (6) open 40-man spots, | presumed we would use at least one pick in Rule 5. The scouting department did an admirable churning out reports 
despite the uncertainty of Rule 5. Teams can add players to the 40-man up until the night prior to the Draft, meaning there’s quite a bit of “fog of war” 
in this particular event and many of our theoretical targets weren't fully scouted. 


Of the guys we left unprotected, the only one whom | was even mildly concerned about losing was 2020 third round pick David Calabrese, a 22 
year-old center fielder with a 55 defensive grade in CF and who is tracking towards a future 5th outfielder/defensive sub role with plus speed. He had 
a difficult showing at Double A in 2024 (.192/.309/.331, 80 wRC+) following a mid-season promotion from High A (where he was very strong with a 
125 wRC+) and | gambled on the notion that teams would view him as simply too far away to warrant a stash at this juncture. Fortunately, he went 
unselected and is a strong candidate to be added to the 40-man next offseason. He’ll be back at AA Rocket City to begin 2025.

— I’m not going to suggest that Logan O’Hoppe is a “bad” defensive catcher. In fact, he’s quite average defensively, and is fairly-characterized as an 
“offense-first” backstop. Rather than seeking out a washed-up veteran in free agency - and without any MLB-ready internal options within the system — I set 
out in search of a younger, glove-first backup who can be paired with O’Hoppe for the next few years and not just for 2025. The Cubs signed Pablio Aliendo 
in 2018 out of Venezuela, but he never quite generated the buzz of fellow catching prospect Miguel Amaya, who (for now) is entrenched in Chicago as the 
nominal starter as the Cubbies await mega prospect Moises Ballesteros (#25 overall; #2 among all catchers) whose impending arrival (likely towards the 
middle or end of 2025) made Aliendo expendable. Ballesterois ripped up Double A as a 20-year-old and looked big league-ready in a brief Triple A cup of 
coffee. The Cubs have a muddled 40-man logjam and needed roster spots for Kevin Alcantara, Owen Caissie, and James Triantos, opting to leave Aliendo 
exposed. While his defense is the primary calling card, we're also thrilled to have his leadership and well-regarded work ethic and smarts. 


— Jose Hernandez’s recent transactions page is quite a wild ride. Signed by the Dodgers in 2016, he worked his way through the LA system before being 
snagged by the Pirates in the 2022 Rule 5 Draft. The Pirates traded him back to the Dodgers in June 2024, but he only threw a few big league innings before 
being optioned to Triple A for the remainder of the 2024 season. The Dodgers outrighted him off the roster to make room for River Ryan, Nick Frasso, and 
the returning Emmet Sheehan. The jury remains out on whether Hernandez’s changeup is strong enough to consistently get right-handed hitters out, but he’s 
hell on lefties with a nasty fastball/slider combo. He just turned 27 and has some desirable late-bloomer traits, as well as two remaining option years. While 
he’s required to remain on our roster all season, he might also be our best lefty bullpen option regardless. 


The Taylor Ward Trade 


This was two months in the making. Well, longer, really, because we were deep in the weeds around the Deadline before opting to hang onto him 
through the end of the season. Throughout the process, three teams consistently expressed the most interest in acquiring him: Cleveland, Milwaukee, and 
Baltimore. All three teams made the post-season last year (and each won at least 97 games) and are well-positiioned to contend again in 2025 — and 
beyond. The Guardians, in particular, very much needed a right-handed hitting outfielder, as their entire outfield group (sans Myles Straw) hits from the left 
side. Most of our discussions centered around Triple A starter Joey Cantillo and various combinations of Cleveland’s glut of middle infielders. We also kicked 
around a deal with Jaison Chourio — Jackson’s brother — who is currently in High A. 


While | was content with most of the Guardians’ proposals, their upper-level prospect pool can’t quite match the Orioles’. After many (many) 
back-and-forths, Mike Elias offered us one of anyone not named Holiday, Basallo, or Mayo. While | was initially intrigued by former top ten pick Colton 
Cowser, our scouting group thinks he’s already maxed-out, and he looked pedestrian against big league pitching in 280 PAs in 2024 (.220/.307/.427, 103 
wRC+). While the Cowser deal would have been a strict one-for-one swap, pivoting to a slightly lower-ranked but still big league-ready outfielder, Dylan 
Beavers, allowed us to push the Orioles for the inclusion of another top 15 prospect in the system, Emilio Sanchez. 


We also received a late, tantalizing offer from the Brewers, who offered up quite a package for Ward and Luis Rengifo, contingent upon us eating all 
$13M combined on their 2025 deals. We’re going to return to the drawing board with the Brewers on a possible Rengifo deal, but | decided to pull the trigger 
with the Orioles and ship Ward to Baltimore.

No bullshit: this is a trade that we simply must get right. Absolutely gotta have it. When | took over in the summer, | said that Ward was the only moveable 
piece who could bring back a starting-caliber player in return. He’s not a star, per se, but at $6M this year and a projected $9.5M next year, he’s among the 
most productive players on an efficiency basis available in the trade market or in free agency. He did us a real solid finishing the season in impressive 
fashion, posting career highs in stolen bases (13), home runs (27), and ISO (.202), with a final slash line of .260/.335/.462. He'll lengthen an 
already-ridiculous Orioles lineup and should supplant Austin Hays as the everyday ight fielder (though Hays might still get some burn against LHP in the final 
year of his arb control).

In return, we acquired Dylan Beavers, the Orioles’ supplemental round (33rd overall) pick in the 2022 Draft out of Cal Berkley. Unsurprisingly, our 
tools-centric scouts pushed hard for Beavers, whom they view as an above-average outfielder right now with 25 HR/25 SB upside at his peak. And, 
realistically, the peak might not be far off, as he’s very close to maxing out his current projections. | went out of my way to target the Orioles’ system in this 
trade as they had no choice but to start clearing out the young position player logjam at the AAA/MLB levels. In December, they shipped to Toronto their 
2022 second round pick, Jud Fabian, who finished 2024 at AAA and could have pushed for big league time in 2025, and then lost unprotected outfielder Kyle 
Stowers to Oakland in the Rule 5 Draft. In nearly every other system, Beavers would have been up in the bigs at some point last season, but the Orioles 
couldn't find room for him with Kerstad, Cowser, Santander, Hays, Mullins, Stowers and Hudson Haskin all competing for playing time (plus Ryan O’Hearn at 
DH). Beavers hasn't debuted in the Majors yet (not Rule 5-eligible until the end of next season) and hit .254/.346/.459 (.351 wOBA) with 23 HRs and 20 SBs 
last season while splitting between AA and AAA. There’s really no reason to mess around here with service time considerations. He’s going to be our 
Opening Day starter in one of the corner outfield spots and is under team control through 2030. 


Emilio Sanchez is the lottery ticket (15th in our system; 332nd overall). Baltimore signed him out of the DR last year as a shortstop with the 
expectation that he would quickly move to third base, which is exactly what happened during the DSL season. | won't bother trying to project outcomes for 
this 17 year-old, but his inclusion in the deal was the cherry on top of an already-palatable sundae.

Other Happenings 


e With the Ward deal completed, what else is on agenda for the next two months? We have approximately $25M remaining in the budget. Some of the 
money will be allocated towards coaching upgrades throughout the system. We'll also bring in a few crusty veteran types to fill out our big league 
roster, along with perhaps a minor league deal or two. 


There is a compelling offer on the table from a small-market team attempting to trim payroll by dealing an expensive, impending free agent pitcher. 
His contract is affordable for us and — depending on his performance — he could generate either a sizable return at the 2025 Deadline or yield us a 
comp pick when (if?) he declines the qualifying offer in the offseason. This would be an unconventional move for a rebuilding team, but our 
larger-than-most market means we don’t need to rebuild in the exact same manner as, say, Oakland or Miami.. 


The ping pong balls were a’dancin at the Winter Meetings. Our pre-Lottery odds gave us the second-best chance to land the top Draft pick. Instead, 
we fell from second to fourth, and Arizona, who started ninth, snuck into the top slot. Not great, but could have been much worse. Next year’s Draft 
class looks significantly better at the top than the underwhelming 2024 crop. 


We made a waiver claim right before the new year, snagging Chris Murphy from Boston. Murphy is a kitchen sink lefty with five pitches and 
underwent Tommy John prior to the start of 2024. He was decent in 47 innings with the Red Sox in 2023 prior to being shelved and has all three 
remaining options. Solid athlete on the mound and holds runners well. With 50 stamina, he’s capable of eating innings in a swingman/follower role. 
He’s unlikely to be ready for the start of 2025 and won't initially require a 40-man spot as he'll be transferred to the 60-day IL during preseason. 
Nothing notable — just some AAA/MLB pitching depth, of which we are sorely in need.
